Mexico, among th>' ca.*lles and 
palace# uf the dread>-d tarantula 
and centipede, mingled here ami 
there with the footprints uf the 
Indian and his cousin, the Mexi¬ 
can. have I pitched my tent. 

This is a strange, weird, I'eautiful 
and pictures<iueouuutry. Tbe sur¬ 
face presents all the varieth's of 
mountain, plateau and valley. I 
liK'k to tbe east and some 5U miles 
away behold a barren range of the 
Rockie* looming up like a migiity 
ghost to haunt tbe skies. I look 
to the west and see the plains 
stretching out their long milee : 
fore me—dotted here and there, 
with tbe llat top and mud houses uf 
the Mexican. .Again 1 turn to the 
north and south and behold the 
shepherds aud cowl>ojs like Lot 
aod Ahraham of old, looking hither 
and thither for tbe best grazing 
for their flocks aud herds. Truly 
this picture is worth tbe beholder's 
gaze. 

' The ground as a rule is barren 
where it cannot be watered b/irri-' 
gatioD; bat where irrigated great 
varietiea uf vegetablM are raised. 
Tbe atmosphere here is heavily 
charged with electricity and owing 
to this fact telegraph Hues are oft¬ 
en destroyed.
